"No individual or group," he said, 
is'at present in a position to lay 
down - a, universally acceptable pro- 
gram r of recovery. There is urgent

ment. 


"It should take cognizance of the 


fact that our underlying problem is 
one of unemployment. In developing 
ways and means of meeting unemploy- 
ment and driving toward recovery, at- 
tention might be given to the follow- 
ing considerations. 


"As business fears uncertainty, so 


does it fear taxes. I do not believe 
that business men wish to protest 
taxes necessary to produce revenue 
for the legitimate activities of the 
government, or for the relief of hu- 
man misery. 


"Bui it is a well-recognized prin- 


ciple of economics that taxation can 
reach a point beyond which it pro- 
duces less f6r government and is 
destructive to industry. We must de- 
termine that point and so order fu- 
ture taxation that industry is not

However, 
every thinking person realizes that 
steps should be taken to hasten the 
day, when government expenditures 
shall again keep pace with govern- 
ment income. 


"To the largest extent consistent 


with the public good, business should 
be free from governmental control. 
Instead of such control, government 
should protect the rights of all against 
possible infrigement by the few. 


"Free competition, for instance, has 


been the established policy of thc 
nation, and the foundation of our 
industrial progress. But the greatest 
enemy of competition in the United 
States has- not been government—it 
has been Uie trend toward monopoly, 
the* concentration of economic powers 
in the hands of a few. Government 
can perform a useful function by 
helping to reverse this trend. 


"Again, price fixing by either in- 


dustrial combines or government is 
undemocratic. It is economically un- 
sound. If industry fixes prices, then 
the .public will demand the regulat- 
ion of prices. 


"Regulation of prices means 
re- 


gulation of profits, wages and every 
other vital phase of industry. It will 
ultimately lead to government control 
of business.

LITTLE ROCK^/pP-The Arkansas 


Supreme Court in a unanimous opin- 
ion Monday upheld^, the validity of the 
1939 sales tax law by ruling that its 
enactment was not an unconstitutional 
extention of the 1937 act by reference 
to title only. 


The ruling in effect was that the 


constitutional inhibition against re- 
viving, amending, extending or con- 
ferring the provisions of a statute 
solely by reference to title does not 
prevent the legislature from repealing 
a section of an act when this leaves a 
complete workable enactment.

When 
Lincoln finally saw his duty, and ac- 
cepted it, he gave his life to pre- 
serve our form of government which 
is again in violent danger. .

long ago. Its intended application to 
our present crisis was largely ignor- 
ed. 


Now, in "There Shall Be No Night," 


I am trying 'to be as direct, as im- 
mediate, as I possibly can. I hope 
that this time the true meaning won't 
be missed. 


Sues Danger'Near 


The deepest hope of every one of 


us is that our institutions "shall not 
perish from the earth," and that mil- 
liens of mothers' sons—in this coun- 
ry and in all countries—won't have 
to die horribly in battle defending 
hose institutions.

But—the American people and their 


representatives in Congress must wake 
up—and soon—to the fact that the dan- 
ger is far closer than they think. 


The Nazis and their allies are striv- 
ng to poison the democratic spirit, 
-espite the widely advertised width

own people, and to a much greater 
extent in the peoples of Mexico and 
South America.
